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High street woes sees 
jobs go at shop fitters 


TWENTY-FOUR staff have been 
made redundant as a struggling 
Haverhill shop fittings business 
desperately looks for a buyer. 

Employees at Sperling Retail Sol¬ 
utions Ltd were laid off after the firm 
was forced into administration. Orders 
had been falling from shops hit by 
plummeting high street spending amid 
the global recession. 

The company was a leading shop fitting 
and fixtures manufacturer for some of

Britain’s best-known retailers, including 
Wallis, Debenhams, M&S, Oasis, Burberry, 
Etam and JD Sports. 

But the failing fortunes of Britain’s retail 
sector now threatens the future of the once- 
booming company, which employed 52 people 
at its 45,000 sq ft factory in Manor Road until 
the arrival of administrators Grant Thornton 
UK LLP on February 24. 

The Cambridge-based accountants were 


forced to lay off half the firm’s workforce in 
their first day in charge and need to find a 
buyer soon to ensure the company’s survival. 

Administrator Ian Carr said: “We are 
continuing to trade and are fulfilling our 
orders. 

“It is a consequence of the current retail 
environment, which has had an impact on 
orders. Forecasts for this year are expected to 
be down on last year. 

“The firm needs a buyer fairly imminently 
to continue. We would like to impress this 
urgency upon any potential buyer.”

Home care reality, 
thanks to readers 


A PIONEERING scheme to 
provide care at home for 
terminally-ill patients has 
been launched. 

The scheme, supported by Week¬ 
ly News readers through our St 
Nicholas Hospice at Home appeal, 
was officially launched on Tuesday 
at the Bury St Edmunds hospice. 

It provides nursing and other 
support for patients so that they 
can stay in their own homes and 
extends into Cambridgeshire and 
Essex, as well as west Suffolk. 

Our appeal is close to its target of 
£40,000, which will help cover the 
start-up costs after a year of 
fundraising. 

The hospice has taken on two 
nursing assistants who will join 
their existing team to help provide 
support to patients.

Trevor Farrington, head of the 
hospice community team, said: 
“When it comes to end of life care 
we all want to be treated with 
respect and dignity and want to be 
in familiar surroundings.” 

The first two patients have been 
receiving “hands-on” care by the 
team. But more than 250 people 
could benefit from the Hospice at 
Home team. 

Mr Farrington added: “It’s a 
testament to the readers of the 
Haverhill Weekly News that have 
generated this money The service 
is no longer an aspiration - it’s a 
reality as of today” 

He said the existing community 
services provided by the hospice 
need £560,000 a year to maintain - 


most of it coming from fund¬ 
raising efforts. 

He said: “During these difficult 
times we are increasingly app¬ 
reciative of fundraising initiatives 
because of the limited money we 
get from the statutory sector.” 

Hospice staff can help liaise 
with GPs, voluntary organisations 
and other support groups which 
can help patients and their 
families by easing the burden of 
seeking out services needed for 
people to be treated in their homes.

‘Patients and relatives need help’ 


HAVERHILL resident 
Peter Holmes paid tribute 
to the support given by 
hospice staff to his wife, 
who died less than three 
weeks ago. 

Mr Holmes, 66, of 
Arrendene Road (pictured 
left), said his wife, 
Christine, would have 
wanted him to speak 
about their experience 
and how important it is for 
the hospice to continue to 
receive financial backing 
from the community. 

He said: “The help that 
we received from the 


hospice and the 
community nurses was 
amazing. People don’t 
realise the help that’s 
available. 

“The biggest thing that 
people don’t realise is 
that the hospice is not run 
by the NHS.” 

Mrs Holmes was 63 when 
she died from ovarian 
cancer at the hospice. 

But she had been cared 
for at home after a four- 
month stay in 
Addenbrooke’s Hospital. 
She had worked as an 
occupational nurse at 


Grampian Foods, on the 
outskirts of Haverhill, for 
25 years after starting her 
nursing career on the 
south coast. 

Mr Holmes said she 
wanted to spend as much 
time as possible at home 
after her cancer was 
diagnosed. 

“You need a lot of things 
to care for someone at 
home and I expected I 
could have eventually 
rung around and done it 
myself,” said Mr Homes. 
“But Trevor Farrington 
and his team took that 


pressure off me. Anybody 
who is going through 
having a member of the 
family with cancer doesn’t 
need any extra worry. 

“If we didn’t have the 
hospice people like 
myself would be in a very 
bad way. 

“It’s not only the person 
with cancer who needs 
help. It’s the relatives as 
well. 

“The hospice can’t give 
help unless people give 
support to the hospice. 

It’s like giving something 
back.”

My livelihood stolen, 
says kebab man Stav

A POPULAR fast food vendor 
has spoken of his shock and 
anger after his kebab van was 
stolen. 

Ertunc Mihrikani - known as Stav 
by his loyal customers in Haverhill’s 
High Street - says he has been left 
reeling after discovering his prized 
kebab van had been stolen from his 
lock-up in Cambridge Way 

The 58 year old has been selling 
kebabs in the town for 20 years, 
including six years in the lay-by near 
Argos, but now fears he may not be 
able to replace his beloved vehicle. 

The father of two said: “I can’t 
believe these people have done this. 

“They’ve stolen my livelihood by

taking this van. I spent £15,000 on 
buying it three years ago and it took a 
long time to get everything just right. 

“It’s a terrible thing to do to a 
working man -1 worked long hours to 
buy that van and now it’s gone.

“It’s also bad for my customers as 
I’ve suddenly disappeared. Everyone 


knows who I am and they appreciate 
my food - I’ve suddenly disappeared 
and people will be asking where I’ve 
gone.” 

Stav, whose van is clearly marked 
Stav’s Kebabs, is now asking anyone 
who has seen his van to contact police 
following the burglary on Sunday 
night between midnight and 8am. 
Two electricity generators were also 
taken. 

“It’s so clearly marked and well- 
known in Haverhill that someone 
must know where it is,” he added. 

“It’s taken years to build up my 
business and establish a base of 
customers. I need to get it back 
quickly, so I can start to earn a living 
once again.”

Labour bid to put extra cash into services 


A DECISION to move £5 
million into local authority 
reserves has been attacked 
by opposition councillors. 

Cllr Sandy Martin has 
criticised the move by the 
Conservative-run Suffolk 
County Council to place a 
£5 million underspend into 
reserves for a rainy day. 


The Labour spokesman 
for the environment bel¬ 
ieves the money should be 
invested in improving adult 
care services, crumbling 
road surfaces or making 
council buildings more 
energy efficient. 

Areas of underspend 
identified by the main 


opposition group include £1 
million on adult care 
services, £2.2 million on 
environment and transport 
and £430,000 on bus trans¬ 
port, which it claims should 
be reinvested into front-line 
services. 

He said: “At a time of 
recession it makes no sense 


for the county council to 
make cuts to services.” 

But the council has rej¬ 
ected the claims, saying it 
has put an extra £3.8 mill¬ 
ion into child protection 
services and £1.1 million 
into helping vulnerable 
adults, while also finding 
savings of £60 million.

EXCESSIVE salaries for in¬ 
coming senior council officers 
will be curbed after a local 
authority agreed to review its 
constitution. 

Suffolk County Council will change its 
recruitment procedures after the 
£218,000 salary of its chief executive 
Andrea Hill sparked outrage. 

Ms Hill’s salary, which is higher than 
the Prime Minister’s annual pay, was 
condemned by the Taxpayers’ Alliance 
as “completely unjustifiable”. 

Councillors were also angry that the 
salary for the chief executive was 
increased by more than £60,000 without 
telling them the reasons for the extra 
cash. 

An investigation by the Audit Comm¬ 
ission defended the appointment, but it 
criticised the fact that sufficient in¬ 
formation was not shared with council 
members as to why the rise was nec¬ 
essary 

Its report also found that “the council 
cannot demonstrate that value for money 
was given sufficient consideration”. 

However, a constitutional amendment 
by the council’s opposition group has 
now amended procedures for the rec¬ 
ruitment of senior staff. 

It will require the council to submit 
any changes or increases in salary or 
conditions to an all-party appointments 
committee both before the recruitment 
starts and if changes are proposed 
during the recruitment process. 

Cllr Kevan Lim, who proposed the 
change at a meeting of the council’s 
audit committee last week, said: “Many 
people in Suffolk were outraged when 
the council increased the chief exec¬ 
utive’s salary by more than £60,000 a 
year to £218,000 in 2008. 

“It was clear from the district auditor’s 
report into that recruitment that the 
council needed to tighten up its 
procedures. I am pleased that these 
changes are being recommended for 
approval by the full county” 

But Suffolk Tory leader Jeremy Pem¬ 
broke defended the appointment, saying: 
“The people who live in Suffolk need and 
deserve the very best.” 


Fire database 
for vulnerable 

FIREFIGHTERS have set up a database 
to help reach vulnerable people more 
quickly 

Suffolk Fire and Rescue Service has 
joined forces with Suffolk Family 
Carers to create an information data¬ 
base called Fire and Carers Together 
(FACT), which will store details of 
people with sight, hearing or mobility 
difficulties, mental health illnesses and 
learning disabilities. 

It will alert fire crews to people’s 
special needs when answering an 
emergency call and inform them about 
potential hazards, such as oxygen 
cylinders and medical equipment. 

Cllr Joanna Spicer, Suffolk County 
Council’s portfolio holder for public 
protection, said FACT would offer 
peace of mind to vulnerable people.

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Holding on to your home 


HAVERHILL Citizens Advice Bureau 
this month looks at options available 
to homeowners who lose their jobs 
and are in danger of losing their 
homes. 



Q: I’ve heard you can get help if you 
have a mortgage and you lose your job 
but I’m confused about how this works. 
Can you explain? 

A: New measures to help people who 
lose their jobs hang on to their homes 
were introduced last month. 

The rules about help with housing costs 
for owner-occupiers on benefits have 
changed. You can get help towards 
paying the interest on your mortgage - 
known as Support for Mortgage Interest 
(SMI) - if you are on income support, 
income-based jobseeker’s allowance, or 
income-related employment and 
support allowance. 

Payment now starts 13 weeks after you 
make your claim and in most cases SMI 
can be paid for up to two years on loans 
up to £200,000. 

There have also been a number of 
recent announcements with the aim of 
helping homeowners who are at risk of 
being evicted because of mortgage 
arrears. Some mortgage lenders have 
agreed they will not start court action to 
repossess homes for at least three 
months and at least two have said they 
will not begin repossession action until 
borrowers are six months or more in 
arrears. This is so that borrowers and 
lenders can have time to explore other 


alternatives. 

The Government has also announced a 
new Homeowner Mortgage Support 
Scheme. It will allow borrowers who 
experience a significant and temporary 
loss of income as a result of the current 
economic climate to delay paying a 
proportion of the interest payments on 
their mortgage for up to two years. 

Eight major lenders have agreed to 
support this new scheme. For more 
information go to www.direct.gov.uk 
There is also a new mortgage rescue 
scheme to help vulnerable homeowners 
to stay in their home. The scheme will 
not help you if you have taken out a 
second charge on your mortgage or if 
you are in negative equity, and there will 
be other eligibility conditions too.

Trust to cutback on 
hospital admissions 


FEWER Cambridgeshire 
residents will be admitted to 
hospital under an NHS 
trust’s strategy to improve 
health while saving millions 
of pounds. 

NHS Cambridgeshire, which pays 
for hospital care for county resi¬ 
dents and runs GP services, has 
launched what is billed as Cam¬ 
bridgeshire’s biggest ever public 
health debate.

would be more investment in 
preventive care, such as help to stop 
smoking and advice for the elderly 
on how to avoid falls, alongside 
savings on hospital care. 

He said: “We are not talking about 
hospital closures or any cuts. But 
both Addenbrooke’s and Hinching- 
brooke have been running very 
busy this winter. They get stretched 
by things like norovirus outbreaks. 
If we can get them running at a 
lower bed occupancy rate, that is 
more manageable for them. 

“We would be trying to give pat¬ 
ients choices. Rather than having to 
come to Addenbrooke’s for a scan, 


there might be something available 
more locally” 

According to the trust, Cam¬ 
bridgeshire’s bill for hospital care is 
£23 million more each year than 
counties of a similar size. 

The trust’s strategy aims to 
achieve a “10 per cent shift of 
outpatients from an acute to a non¬ 
acute setting” over five years. That 
means more outpatient clinics will 
be provided at community hos¬ 
pitals. 

Critics have warned services in 
the community must be improved if 
admissions are to be scaled back.

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Lifesaving tips for patients 
at risk of clots in hospital 


GETTING ready for a 
stay in hospital used to 
mean buying a new 
toothbrush, a good book 
and some decent pyjamas. 
But a campaign is urging 
patients in the region to 
guard against the risk of 
getting a blood clot in 
hospital. 

A hospital-acquired blood clot 
can kill you or a loved one and 
is easily prevented. The Stop 
the Clot campaign, backed by 
the Weekly News, aims to raise 
awareness among patients and 
their carers of the dangers of 
getting a blood clot when they 
are in hospital. 

Hospital patients are at part¬ 
icular risk because they are 
generally immobile and vulner¬ 
able. 

Each year, as many as 32,000 
people in the UK die as a result 
of hospital blood clots. This is 
more than the combined total of 
deaths from breast cancer, AIDS 
and traffic accidents, and more 
than 25 times the number who 
die from MRSA. 

Blood clots can also cause 
chronic health problems that

require lifelong treatment. The 
Stop the Clot campaign could 
potentially help to save up to 
310 lives in Cambridge. 

Everyone admitted to a hosp¬ 
ital should be checked with a 
simple risk assessment test to 
see if they are at risk of getting 
a blood clot, so they can receive 
clot-preventing treatment if 
required. 

An assessment should be 
carried out in hospital by a 
doctor, nurse or other health 
professional and a further re¬ 
assessment carried out very 2-3 
days. 

Dr Trevor Baglin, consultant 
haematologist at Addenbrooke’s 
said: “Increasing public aware¬ 
ness about the danger of 
hospital-acquired blood clots is 
essential if we are going to see 
an improvement in procedures 
to assess and manage each 
patient’s risk of clots when they 
come into hospital.” 

Blood clots are the body’s 
natural way of healing wounds. 
But when they happen inside an 
artery or vein they can block 
the flow of blood and cause 


damage to vital organs which 
can be fatal. 

A blood clot in a deep vein in 
the leg, thigh or pelvis is called 
deep vein thrombosis (DVT) 
and can cause swelling and pain 
in that leg. If part of a DVT 
breaks off and gets into the 
lungs, it is called pulmonary 
embolism. 

Factors likely to put people in 
a high-risk category include 
immobility, smoking, obesity, 
medications such as chemo¬ 
therapy and the contraceptive 
pill, pregnancy, some medical 
and genetic conditions such as 
cancer, pneumonia and heart 
failure, and previous blood 
clots. 

People are being asked to 
pledge support for the Stop the 
Clot campaign on www.stopthe 
clot.com/pledge, by agreeing to 
spread the word to family and 
friends about the importance of 
asking for a risk assessment 
when they go into hospital in 
order to prevent blood clots.

How to stop the clot 


■ Know your risk. 

When you or a loved one 
goes into hospital, 
remember to ask the 
doctor or nurse to 
conduct a short, simple 
blood clot risk 
assessment test to 
check whether you are at 
risk of getting a blood 
clot. 

■ Drink lots of fluids. 

Have supplies of fresh 
water by your bedside at 
all times and remember 
to drink at least a glass 
of water every hour or 
two litres each day. If you 
are unable to drink fluids 
by mouth, or have been 
told to limit how much 
you can drink; ask the 
nurse or doctor for 
advice. 

■ Keep mobile. 

If you have to stay in 
hospital for a while, make 
sure you walk around the 
ward as often as you can 
and don’t cross your legs 


in bed. If you are unable 
to get out of bed try 
flexing your feet upwards 
at regular intervals to 
keep the blood flowing in 
your legs. 

■ Know if your risk has 
changed. 

Depending on what 
you’re in hospital for and 
how long you are 
staying, your risk of 
developing a blood clot 
may change. Remember 
to ask for a blood clot 
assessment test to be 
repeated by a doctor or 
nurse every 2-3 days of 
your stay in hospital. 

■ Take control. 

If you are at risk of 
developing a blood clot, 
remember there are a 
number of clot¬ 
preventing treatments 
and approaches that can 
be used. Discuss your 
options with the doctors 
and nurses who look 
after you in hospital. 


Three 
stars for

Scandals and shady 
deals with politicians

GREEN Wing and Black 
Books star Tamsin Greig 
appears in David Hare’s 
latest play, Gethsemane, 
which is set to be one of 
the highlights of the 
Cambridge Arts Theatre’s 
season when it arrives next 
Tuesday. 

The play takes a topical look at 
the shady world of political party 
fundraising, a subject that has 
caused its fair share of headlines 
in the UK press in recent years. 
The play is Hare’s 14th for the 
National Theatre where it was 
produced and debuted. Alongside 
Greig the cast also includes 
Anthony Calf, who has appeared 
in Hoi by City. 

For Greig, Hare’s script was all 
she needed to get into character 
as an embattled Home Secretary 
trying to save her career from 
scandal. 

“David Hare’s very good, he writes 
all the clues,” she says. “They’re 
all in there, so I just basically wrote 
down what everyone says about

my character in the play, and it’s 
very helpful. 

“You just write down what they 
say about the character and do 
lists of what my character says 
about me, and what I say about 
other people until you get a kind 
of 3D picture. And those things 
might not be true, but they’re 
statements that you can build a 
picture around.” 


You would expect the real 
politicians to steer clear of the 
play. But the cast found some 
were able to take it on the chin. 
“David Blunkett has been,” says 
Tamsin. “He really enjoyed it. It 
was great - he was very 
encouraging and really positive. 
He could have turned around and 
said ‘You have no idea’ - because 
we don’t as David Hare says, it’s 
an artist’s impression, and you 
can’t possible know what that 
world is like - but he was 
incredibly encouraging.” 

But while some politicians were 
keen to come along and see the 
final product, others were more 
useful when it came to creating an 
authentic atmosphere during 
rehearsals. 

“David Hare sent an email to 
Charles Clarke saying ‘Can one of 
our actors meet you?’,” Tamsin 
recalls. “He eventually got back 
and said ‘Oh, alright then’, and 
then I got to meet the present 
Home Secretary - it was 
incredible.” 

The show runs until Saturday, 
March 21 at 7.45pm and tickets 
are £25-230.
